The area of totality 
runs in a belt 97 miles wide from the 
coast of Washington down across the 
United States, passing through Denver, 
Colo., Jackson, Miss., and passing out 
into ‘the Atlantic ocean on the southern

CE CONSUMPTION 


New’ York, June 7.—Five American 
citizens and two subjects. of. the Ger- 
man empire, one of them a woman, are 
named asj fellow conspirators in two 
indictments returned by a federal 
grand jury here today. Investigators 
declared their operations the most sen- 
ational undertaken by German intel- 
ligence agehts since the war began. 

The indictments allege conspiracy to 
commit treason and conspiracy to 
commit espionage. The assembling and 
transmission of information relative to 
America’s prosecution of the war; the 
destruction of American piers, docks 
and troop transports, with fire bomps. 
Destruetion of quicksilver mines in 
this country to hamper the manufac- 
ture of munitions; assisting Germany 
in taking an armed expedition in Ire- 
land; fomentation of a revolt against 
British rule in Ireland; raising of 
funds in this country with which to 
‘finance these operations, anf destruc- 
tion of munitions: factories and ‘mines 
in Great Britaip are charged as rami- 
fications of the. intrigue.

Washington, June 7.—Sinking of the 
Norwegian steamer Vinland bx a Ger- 
man submarine 65 miles off the Vir- 
gZinia capes at 6 p. m. Wednesday, June 
5, was announced tonight by the navy 
department. The crew was’ rescued 
and landed today at Cape May, N. J. 

The Viniland was sent down nine 
hours after the British steamer Har- 
pathian was torpedoed thirty-five miles 
farther from the Virginia coast. Until 
word of her ‘sinking came from Cap 
May today nothing” had been heard of 
the opepations of the enemy raiders 
since the landing of the Harpathian’s 
crew yesterday.

He explained more fully than he did 
at Athens why he favored government 
ownership of railroads, declaring that 
after .the war the decision must be 
made between one gigantic railroad 
corporation, under private ownership, 
that ‘would dwarf’ in size and power 
any trust hitherto encountered,  ex- 
ceeding the oil,. steel and coal trusts 
combined, and government ownership. 
These ‘were the two horns of the 
dilemma that must pe faced, he: said, 
and he regarded governmem owner- 
ship as the most desirable of the two 
to choose. 

A giant railroad corporation would 
never build new lines into undevel- 
oped*country in order to help that 
country grow, while the people, 


through congress, could. He cited the 


recent consolidation of all the express 
companies at the government’s re- 
quest, as the inevitable issue of the 
future of the railroads under private 
controL 

He favored the president's plan of 
developing and conserving the great 
water powers of the country, and de- 
clared that if Hardwick had supported 
the nitrate bill instead of fighting it, 
Georgia and the Chattahoochee rivet 


would have secured that great devel- 
opment rather than Alabama. ‘“Harde 
wick’s antagonism drove the plant 
into Alabama,” he said. 

He reiterated his declaration made 
in Athens that he purposed to conduct 
his campaign on a high, dignified and 
respectable plan. He had no personal 
abuse for any candidate, he aded, and 
did not propose to criticise their per- 
sonal conduct, mental attainments or 
private character.

New Orleans, June 7.—Naval stores 
operators of Florida, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana have been 
requested by Cliff Williams, of Me- 
ridian, Miss., district United States 
labor commissioner, to meet him ‘in 
New Orleans June 10 to discuss the 
proposed virtual suspension of the 
naval stores industry for the period of 
the war. 

Operators here state Mr.. Williams 
has advised them that the manufac- 
ture of turpentine and rosin’ is re- 
garded as non-essential, and, uniess 
they can show that it is necessary at 
this time, the labor employed must be 
released to other industries. A large 


percentage of the rosin and turpentine 
produced, it was said, is consumed by 
soap and paint manufacturers, and cut- 
ting off of supplies also would indi- 
cate curtailment of those industries.

TAYES ARE NOT ESCAPED 
BY THE COTTON GROWERS 


Stevenson, of South Carolina, 
Denounces Charge on the 
Floor of Congress. 


Washington, June 7.—Speaking in the 
house today Representative Stevenson, 
of South Carolina, denounced as untrue 
statements that cotton producers of the 
south are escaping taxation “because of 
influence in congress.” 


Mr. Stevenson took a recent edito- 
rial in a Washington newspaper, which 
charged the cotton growers are not 
paying their just proportion of taxes, 
as his text, and told the house that 
Wall street speculators would be 
pleased to see an overabundance of 
cotton on the market which would re- 
duce the price of the raw material and 
add to the profits of manufacturers of 
materials from raw cotton. 


“The embargo on shipments of cot- 


\banks,” Mr. Stevenson said. “Cotton is 
becoming more valuable and the only 
reason for a desire to call the loans 
is to force a sufficient amount on the 
market to depress the price, which can. 
only add to the 300 per cent profit. al- 
ready being made by the manufactur- 
ers.” ‘ 

“The statement that cotton farmers 
escape taxation because of their ‘in- 
fluence in congress’ is not true, if it 
means they are not burdened with war 
taxes. If the Wall street gentry desire 
that a specific tax be levied on each 


pound of cotton, on each bushel of 
wheat and on each yard of cloth, they 
would put these people in a different 
class and tax them specially. That 
would be a poor-return for the patri- 
otism which they show in endeavoring 
to produce the things which the gov- 
ernment says are necessary to win the 
war.”

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GEORGIA AND WOOL. 


While Georgia is doing its utmost to- 
ward helping feed the world, and at the 
same time contributing its full share of 
cotton, it is sleeping on its possibilities as 
a@ producer of wool—a commodity for which 
the country is hard pressed to supply its 
military, to say nothing of civilian, require- 
ments. 

H. P. Bonties, of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment of the army, gave out a statement 
late in May, in which he said that substi- 
tutes for wool in the form of cotton or re 
worked wool “undoubtedly will have to be 
used in producing fabrics for civilian wear,” 
because “all available medium wools will 
be needed to meet the army’s require- 
ments.” And he said that, “while fine wools 
enter to a smaller extent into the govern- 
ment specifications for goods, the quantity 
of wool of this grade is very limited.” 

The United States, this official pointed 
out, has to import 600,000,000 pounds of 
wool annually to meet its needs, that 
amount approximating the discrepancy be- 
tween home production and requirements; 
and, owing to the uncertainty as to shipping 
facilities on account of the war, the prob- 
lem of getting the requi.ed wool from 
abroad is an extremely complicated one. 

Which leads to this suggestion touching 
Georgia: 

Within the last few months the Georgia 
Land Owners’ association made a careful, 
conservative investigation of this state’s 
wool-producing possibilities, employing the 
best means at its disposal, including federal 
agencies and some of the leading sheep 


. growers of the west. 


Its estimates are that this state contdins 
not less than 15,000,000 acres of untilled 
land—most of it cut-over pine lands in 
south Georgia—every acre of it capable of 
sustaining one sheep the year round. 

Last January the bureau of animal in- 
dustry of the United States department of 
agriculture estimated the total number of 
sheep then in Georgia at 140,000 head. 

These sheep are of old, in-bred, run-down 
strain; despite which fact their wool clip 
averages around three pounds per sheep 
per year, whereas, good, well-bred, properly 
cared-for sheep produce at a clip from five 
to seven pounds of wool. 

Therefore, according to the foregoing 
estimates, if our idle acreage were produc- 
ing the number of even scrub sheep which 
it is capable of sustaining, this state, at 


three pounds of wool per sheep, could be 


feeding the world’s wool supply at the rate 
of 45,000,000 pounds a year, and, by growing 
good sheep the quantity could easily be 
raised to 75,000,000, or, say—at six pounds 
per clip—90,000,000! 

Western sheep men want to come here. 
They are being crowded and frozen ard 
starved out of the west. Some of them 
have recently been through the range sec- 
tions of this state and looked the country 
over carefully with a view to bringing their 
flocks from the disadvantageous ranges of 
the west and establishing them in Georgia. 

But they are a nnit in declaring that to 
deo so would be financial suicide until the 
sheep-killing dog menace is brought under 
control by state or federal law. 

Their position is readily appreciated in 
consideration of the fact that an habitual 
sheep-killing dog can, under conditions at 
all favorable to his pastime, make away with 
from 25 to 50 sheep in a single night! Such 
a dog—usually a wanton range rover with- 


out an owner—kills, not to satisfy his ap- 


petite, but sheerly for the fun of killing. 


Yet the laws of Georgia permit gush:

sheep, when sheep-growing could be devel-

agriculture, made an emphatic ap- 


tary of 
peal to the city business men of the nation 
to lend every possible co-operative assist- 
ance to the farmers in the development of 
the country’s agricultural] resources, and to 
realize their own dependence “for material 
success” upon the success of the farmers of 
their respective trade territories. 

He added that “such a realization is no 
less a personal necessity than a patriotic 
duty?” 


“Not only is the winning of the war de- 
pendent upon the exertions of the Amer- 
ican farmer,” said Mr. Vrooman, “but— 

“the prosperity of the city or town is in- 
separable from and dependent upon the 
success of the farmers within its trade. 
territory. With the exception of a few 
mining and manufacturing centers, that 
is true Of most cities of 100,000 popula- 
tion or less, and realization of the fact 
by business. men generally is one of the 
most essential things in permanently 
and properly adjusting the country .to 
the situation now confronting it.” 

That realization came long ago to the 
business men of many of the cities and 
towns of America. As Mr. Vrooman as- 
serted, it was manifested in the gross re- 
sults of the intensive food crops campaigns 
of 1917 and of the current year; but “other 
cities and towns, however,” he went on to 
Say, “wholly failed to realize the fact,” and 
they are destined to feel bad effects. 

The assistant secretary cited the expe- 
riences of two cities as illustrating his con- 
tention. One, a city of 85,000 population, is a 
railroad and manufacturing center of im- 
portance, surrounded by an agricultural] 
country “not particularly good.” Not more 
than 40 per cent of its prosperity results, he 
said, from the succéss of the farmers with- 
in its trade territory; yet, the bankers of 
that city, “on the very day that it was ap- 
parent war would be declared, placed a fund 
of $100,000 at the disposal of the farmers 
- » - On less than gilt-edge security and at 
less than the current rate of interest.” 

The other city, in the same state, and 
with a population of 115,000, is, said Vroo- 
man, “in the center of one of the best agri- 
cultural sections in the United States and 
90 per cent of its prosperity comes directly 
from the farmers of its trade territory. 

“Yet,” he said, “the bankers of that city 
could not be induced to place a dollar at 
the disposal of the farmers for emergency 
purposes, except on the exact terms under 
which they had always been able to borrow 
money from the banks.” 


The result was that the territory sur- 
rounding the first city produced and is pro- 
ducing “to the limit,” while the trade terri 
tory of the second “produced a great deal 
less than it should have produced.” 

“The benefit in the first case,” Mr. Vroo- 
man declared— 


“agcrued to the city quite as largely as 
it did to the farming country around it 
and, in the second case, the injury has 
affected the farming community. In the 
first city, a census based on the figures 
of the city directory makers, shows a 
very substantial increase in population. 
A committee representing the second city 
in an effort to secure an army canton- 
ment, -told representatives of thewar 
department that there were 5,000 vacant 
houses in the city, and it was estimated 
that the population would show a de- 
cided decrease. 

“The first city did not place $100,000 
at the disposal of its farmers as a self- 
ish means for its own advancement, but 
as a patriotic act for the country’s good. 
The second city was actuated by selfish- 
ness in refusing to place any money at 
the disposal of its farmers and was 
guilty of a lack of patriotic spirit. The 
first city lost a little of the $100,000, 
but it gained millions in permanent prop- 
erty.” 


These two illustrations point their own 
moral, and it is one of far-reaching indus- 
trial and economic importance. Especially 
is it applicable to Georgia, which is a state 
of prosperous cities and rich in latent agri- 
cultural resources whose development can 
be greatly hastened by the timely applica- 
tion of commensurate city aid.

Yet he assures his readers, in. a prose- 
poem on that eminent musician of the Geor- 
gia fields and gardens that, where “Mister 
Mockingbird” is concerned in the singing, 
he “plays no favorites.” He is 
singers of that feather, first and last! 


,And he pays this grateful tribute to their 
song: 


“The mockingbird cam pour out from 
his astonishing one-piece orchestra, for 
minutes at a time, a bewildering suc- 
cession of solos without ever appearing 
to be guilty of a single repetition. In 
the heat of noon he seeks a shady bower 
and sings for an hour at a time. At 
night he sings by the light of the moon 
or the stars, and his melody travels far 
to fall on grateful ears. He seems to 
sing for the joy of singing—sings to his 
mate on her blue eggs flecked with 
brown, sings to his prospective brood in 
the sturdy nest, sings to earth and air 
and sky as if to sing were the most im- 
portant business in the world!’ 

It is good news that “Mister Mocking- 
bird” is still singing in the cities; but 
they are steadily crowding him to the 
green fringes of suburban homes; the 
city sparrows have fought him from his 
nest wherever a tree grows in a friendly 
back garden; and, except in solitary in- 
stances, he has literally “taken to the 
woods.” 

“Atlanta is growing so fast,” said Joel 
Chandler Harris, “that I may have to follow 
my mockingbirds to the fields with the 
peach trees in them!” 7 

For to him they were not only singers of 
sunlight and moonlight and stars, but the 
minstrels of dark nights; and he wrote that 
the mockingbird’s song gave one “that de- 
licious feeling of restfulness that causes a 
child in the middle watches of the night, to 
wake, kiss its mother, and sink back to 


slumber.”

TECH ARCHITECTS 
WIN COMPETITION 
FOR BEST DESIGNS 


The Georgia School of Technology has 
for the fourth time been successful in the 
Southern Inter-collegiate Architectural com- 
petition. The schoois in this competition are 
the Georgia Tech, the Rice institute in Hous- 
ton, Texas: Clemson college, South Carolina, 
and Tulane university im New Orleans. Each 
of the four schools submitted four designs 
and first and second prizes and two first 
mentions were given the Tech contestants.

New Legislation Asked 


For Agricultural Department. 

The state department of agriculture is one 
with a great many angles. It is a co-ordina- 
tion of a number of important functionary 
departments of the state government. Under 
it there are the state bureau of markets, 
state chemist, chief food inspector, state vet- 
erinarian, drug inspector, state oil inspector, 
and so on. 

In the report of Commissioner Brown to 

the governor, submitted this week, andvref- 
erence to which I made yesterday, there are 
separate reports from the heads of each of 
these departments. For all of these depart- 
ments new or amended legislation will be 
sought at the approaching assembly. 
* Director Jackson, of the state bureau of 
markets, for instance, will seek an appro- 
priation of $35,000 for the next year’s main- 
tenance of the bureau, and Commissioner 
Brown heartily recommends it. That the bu- 
reau has contributed measurably to the price- 
sustaining of every important agricultural 
product in Georgia for some months past is 
well established. 

Legislation for the protection and upbuild- 
ing of the live stock industry, now such a 
factor in Georgia, and of such vital impor- 
tance in this war, will be sought. New ap- 
propriations for the eradication of the tick, 
in co-operation with the federal government, 
will be sought, and the point will be made 
that if only the increase in the year’s net 
balance over the increase of the year pre- 
ceding, which comes any way largely from 
policing, and is paid by the farmers, shall be 
devoted to this purpose, the great menace 
to the live stock industry will be removed 
within another couple of years. 

Then there will be urged some kind of a 
dog law in the interest of the sheep indus- 
try, and for the conservation of game. There 
will probably be several different kinds of 
laws proposed along this line. The licensing 
of all dogs by their owners and the cor- 
ralling or destruction of the homeless dogs; 
the compuisory confinement of all dogs ex- 
cept under certain cOnditions, and during 
hunting trips; a general dog tax to consti- 
tute an insurance fund from which all depre- 
dations to stock by dogs shall be paid, and 
others, have been suggested. Commissioner 
Brown makes no specific recommendations. 
He only hopes that some legislation may be 
framed that will make the development of 
the sheep industry possible. 

It is extremely important, and one that 
should not go unattended to; at the same 
time, if possible, it should be so constructed 
as not to rob the individual of the ownership 
of a good hunting or guard or pet dog: but 
it should regulate the contro! of that dog. 


Many New Food Laws 
Will Also Be Proposed. 


There is no branch of the agricultural 
department of more value than that of food 
inspection, as it deals with the health and 
usefulness of all the people, and the recom- 
mendations that will go to the legislature for 
this department are of particular value. Fol- 
lowing are some of the more important sue- 
gestions: 

Amend the feeding stuff laws to require 
all materials sold as a feed to be of sound 
quality. 

Require all concentrated commercial feed- 
ing stuffs to be taxed alike. 

Require condimental feeds to be regis- 
tered and taxed. 

Enact a weight and test measure law. 

Place all inspection of foods and food 
handling -establishments under the super- 
vision of the pure food division of the de- 
partment. 

Issue under the sanitary law special can- 
ning plant regulations. 

Require all persons engaged in the prepa- 
on of foods to hold certificates of health.

I don’t know anything about drug laws, 
and I quote from his report: 

“1 desire to state that our present drug 
laws are wholly inadequate to control drug 
conditions as they have existed for years. 
They were enacted nearly forty years ago, 
and conditions since then have undergone 
such a complete change as to render our 

resent laws wholly unfit to control them. 
t would suggest at its next annual session 
the Georgia Pharmaceutical association, 
through its legislative committee, be asked 
to draft, and submit to the legislature for 
passage, an entire new set of drug laws, 
that will meet conditions as they exist to-

Somewhere in Holy Writ there is a warn- 
ing against muzzling the ox that treadeth 
out the grain. Commissioner Brown puts the 
legislature on notice that from the big bal- 
ance of more than a quarter of a million

Atlanta is going to put the Thrift Stamp 
and War Savings Stamp campaign over the 
top in the same spectacular manner that 
marked the Liberty Loan and Red Cross 
drives. At a meeting of a large number of 
representative business men and leading 
women of the city, many of whom contrib- 
uted greatly to the success of the former 
campaigns, held at the chamber of commerce 
Friday afternoon, leaders were appointed 
and plans outlined for a canvass of the city 
to secure Atlanta’s quota in pledges by June 
28, which has been proclaimed by President 
Wilson National War Savings day. Atlanta's 
quota is $5,000,000. 

Harry P. Hermance, director of the At- 
lanta Thrift and War Savings Stamp com- 
mittee, at whose instance the meeting was 
called, explained the plans that had been 
worked out by the executive committee and 
appointed committees to carry them out. 

Committee Heads Named. 

Mrs. Samuel M Lumpkin was appointed 
woman inspector of the Atlanta district; 
newspaper committeé, Evelyn Harris, chatr- 
man; window display committee, Jack Mac- 
kie, president of the Atlanta Window Dress- 
ers’ association: picture show and slides 
committee, Harrison Jones: booth commit- 
tee, Mrs. Frank M. Inman; street car dis- 
play, Willis Timmons; newspaper advertis- 
ing, J. P. Allen; stunt committee, Julian 
Boehm, and arranging for geographical sub- 
divisions of the city, Tom Stokes.

The respective quotas of selectmen 
from the 152 counties in Georgia to re- 
port to Camp Gordon during June, by 
recent orders of the provost marshal 
general, have been compiled by Major 
Mallet, conscription officer of the state. 
Four thousand of these are white se- 
lectmen, and will report during the 
five-day period beginning June 14, next 
Friday. 

The remaining four thousand are col- 
ored, and are to report during the five- 
day period beginning June 19. Quotas 
now called are based upon the drafts 
already made in proportion to the full 
county registration. Fultom county, for 
instance, exclusive of Atlanta, will fur- 
nish 37 white selectmen, and no colored 
men. In a great many instances the 
quotas of colored far exceed the whites, 
as in Chatham, where 58 colored are 
called, and only 17 whites. 

In the seven wards of the city of At- 
lanta 334 whites are to report and 478 
colored. 

The city of Atlanta and county of 
Fulton, in both white and colored, will 
send to Camp Gordon during the next 
two weeks a total of 849 men to enter 
military service.

614,000, and individual income and ex- | 
cess profits receipts were $41,721,000, | 
making a total of _ $169,335,000 from 
these sources. This represented only | 
a small amount comparatively with the 
two billion dollars or more which will 
be collected within the next ten days. |

shown by the April collections.

ON ALL THE MENUS 
OF ATLANTA HOTELS 


Atlanta hotels and restaurants are to 
adopt immediately absolutely wheat- 
less menus, according to an announce- 
ment made Friday by Major McClatchey, 
executive secretary of the federal food 
administration for Georgia. 

The agreement to give absolutely 
wheatless menus is purely vobuntary, as 
there is permission to serve not more 
than two ounces of wheat products per 
person at each meal, but as obeying the 
two-ounce rule in strictness is diffi- 
cult even with good will on the part of 
proprietors? and as violations will be 
severely dealt with, it is thought better 
to adopt the absolutely wheatless plan. 

The pledge to abolish the use of wheat 
products of all kinds beginning imme- 
diately -and continuing until the next 


harvest, or until the federal food ad- 


ministrator for Georgia orders other- 
wise, has been signed by the following 
hotels and restaurants:

URUP IS IN PROSPECT 


Government Forecast 931,000,- 
000 Bushels, Only 69,000,000 
Short of the Mark Set. 


Washington, June 7.—A bumper 
wheat crop this year, which before 
harvest may develop into a production 
of a billion bushles, was forecast today 
by the department. of agriculture in its 
June erop report giving the first indi- 
eation of the size of this year’s spring 
wheat output. 

Basing its estimate on June 1 condi- 
tions, the department forecast a total 
wheat production of 931,000,000 bush- 
eis, which would place this year’s 
harvest as the second largest in the 
history of the country. Experts of the 
government, aiming for a  billion- 
bashel crop to help in feeding the 
armies and civilian population of the 
allies, pointed to the development of 
the record crop of 1915 to substantiate 
their hopes for a crop equal to that. 

In June, of 1915, a total wheat pro- 
duction of 950,000,000 bushels was fore- 
cast, and the quantity gradually crept 
upward until the final figures for the 
year showed the crop to be 1,025,800,- 
000 bushels. 

The acreage sown to spring wheat 
this year is larger by 2,000,000 acres 
than ever sown before, and 21.5 per 
cent larger than last year, aggregat- 
ing 22,489,000 acres. The condition 
of the crop on June 1 was 95.2 per 
cent of a normal, or 1.9 per cent better 
than the ten-year average. A produc- 
tion of 344,000,000 bushels was fore- 
cast. That is 111,000,000 bushels more 
than harvested last year, and only 
about 7,000,000 bushels less than the 
record spring wheat harvest of 1915. 

Winter wheat, growing on the second 
largest acreage ever planted, showed 
a condition of 3 per cent better than 
the ten-year average, with 83.8 per 
cent of normal. A production of 
587,000,000 bushels was forecast, which 
is 15,000,000 bushels more than the fore- 
east from conditions existing May 1. 
Such a crop would be the third in size 
grown in this country. 

The oat crop also promises to be of 
record proportions. On an acreage 2.1 
per cent larger than last year, when the 
record crop—1,587,000,000 bushels— 
‘was grown, June 1 conditions warrant 
a forecast of 1,500,000,000 bushels. Only 
last year’s and the crop of 1915 ex- 
ceeded that quantity. 

Rye production will be a record, the 
forecast being 81,000,000 bushels, which 
is slightly less than was forecast in 
May. Last yeare crop was 60,000,000! 
bushels, which was a record.

New Orleans, June 7.—Fairly wide 

advances inthe morning session in the 
cotton market today were succeeded 
by declines in the afternoon. The 
strength of July sustained the whole 
market in the early trading, but liqui- 
dation came from the long side at the 
advance and it caused an unsettled 
tone eventually. The rise of 25 points 
in spots was one of the features of the 
session, and it caused a quick uptur 
toward the end, so that net changes f 
the day were slight. Last prices were 
7 points lower to 4 points higher than 
the last prices of yesterday. 
In the early trading there was pres- 
sure to buy July, and other months rose 
in sympathy, the new crops being 
helped to some extent by the rains in 
the eastern belt and the forecast of 
more moisture to come. Complaints of 
boll weevil and the favorable war news 
of the day were also sustaining influ- 
ences.

Failure of High Official 
Condition Figures to Af- 
fect the Market and July 
Strength Features of the 
Week. 


New York, June 17.—The features 
which have been most generally com- 


mented on in the cotton market during 
the. past week have been the failure of 


high official figures to inpsire fresh 
selling and the relative strength 
July contracts both in New York and 
New Orledna : 

The market was rather nervous and 
unsettled at. the beginning of the 
week. The appearances of German 
submarines in American waters creat- 
ed no real apprehension of anything 
more than a temporary disturbance 
of shipping, but for a time there was 
some confusion over the effect on ma- 
rine war risk insurance rates, while 
the decline of Monday was also infiu- 
enced by the expectation of bearish 
crop figures and continued good weath- 
er in the south. 

The market was steadied by cover- 
ing and trade buying en a scale down, 
however, and as soon as it was certain 
that the optimistic view of the new 
crop start had been discounted, prices 
turned firmer, The government's re- 
port placing the condition at 82.3 
proved even more favorabte than ex- 
Pected, and was followed by a very 
favorable weekly report from the 
weather bureau on Wednesday, but 
neither of these features led to any 
pressure of consequence, and the ad- 
vance later in the week was stimulat- 
ed by the evident nervousness of near 
month shorts. July contracts sold as 
high as 26.52 on Thursday, comparing 
with 24.23, the low point of Monday, 
and 23.05, the recent low level. 


Reports of an improving demand for 
low grade cotton, and of a continued 
demand for spots out of the local stock, 
seemed to modify the expectation of 
heavy deliveries next month, and shorts 
were very active buyers on the advance 
until July showed a premium of about 
258 points over October. Offerings 
then increased slightly and the mar- 
ket showed reactions during today’s 
trading under realizing for over the 
week-end 

There has been very little discussion 
of the Washington news regarding an 
investigation of cotton exchanges by 
the bureau of markets, the outcome of 
which appears to be awaited without 
anxiety by local brokers who have 
been doing business in keeping with 
sae provisions of the cotton futures 
aw.

When the United States entered the 
war Lieutenant Gross enlisted in the 
American army in a trench occupied 
then by the French, which has now 
been taken and is in the possession of 
the Huns. After taking the oath of 
allegiance there he at once returned 
to America and entered a camp. 

He was selected to at¢end one of the 
third training camps, and after com- 
pleting his course, was shifted here 
along with many thousands of candi- 
dates.

Inspector Wasser said the 
meat was beyond redemption. 

Gatlin told the court that 
bought it for dog meat.

A Corrective Procedure. 

This office has reached the conclu- 
sion,” said the provost marshal general, 
“that the corrective procedure can be 
made most effective by revision by the 
local boards with the hearty and actual 
assistance of government appeal agents 
and members of legal advisory boards.

“The activitfes of local boards, appeal 
agents and members of legal advisory 
boards is not limited to the classes of 
cases above indicated, but the same 
corrective measures should be applied 
to all other cases of deferred classifica- 
tion when the sam eappears necessary. 


Special Class One Week. 
“Local boards should set aside a sspe- 
cial week in June to be called class one ' 
week to conduct examinations of doubt- | 
ful cases. Classifications should be sci- | 
entifically adjusted now to avoid the 
necessity of proceeding to the deferred | 
classes. The remedy is yours: to apply.
